It is not in times of prosperity that great reforms are achieved and marked 
advances made in human and social relationships; rather it is when we 1 
consider “all is well” that we slip back and lose our grip on real funda- 
mentals. 

In the months and years immediately preceding the great stock market ' 
crash in the latter part of 1929, few people were worrying about anything, 
unless it was how to make still more money than was accumulating to '■ 
their credit. They were not at all concerned about existing social condi- 
tions and giving no thought, or very little, to vital principles underlying all 
economic problems, including the possibility of future unemployment, 
mounting personal and national debts, heavier taxation, all combining toj 
possibly result in loss of businesses and homes. 

Now, however, economics, social ponditions, debts, taxes, falling prices,

CLASSIFICATION OF TRUCKS 


B. O. Macko was out during thej 
fine weather of the week, after a 
protracted stay in doors since be 
fore Christinas. 


All freight vehicles and tracks, in addition to paying the fees set out 
below, must also pay the usual motor vehicle license as formerly, accord¬ 
ing to wheel base measurement. 

CLASS A—Includes all trucks used as public carriers for freight 
haulage. Fees printed below. 

CLASS B.—Includes all freight vehicles other than those in the 
other classes. Fees printed below.. 

CLASS C.—Includes trucks operating within cities, towns and vil¬ 
lages. These are permitted to operate outside to the extent of five miles 
beyond the corporate boundaries of the cities, towns or villages in which 
.they are licensecT. No fee in this class other than usual motor license. 

CLASS D.—Includes trucks owned by farmers, market gardeners, 
or ranchers and used for the transporting of their own property. No fee 
other than usual motor license. 

CLASS E-—Includes trucks in Classes “C” and “D” used for haul, 
ing grain between August 1st and December 31st in one year. Fees in this 
class one-quarter of those in Class “B”. 

FEES FOR CLASSES “A” and “B” 

Fees for Classes “A” and “B” are figured on gross weight, which 
shall mean the combined weight of the chassis, body and cab of the freight 
vehicle and the manufacturer’s rated carrying capacity. 

Fees in these classes range from SO cents per 100 lbs. to $1.75 per 
100 lbs. according to their weight classification.

Right, is the “Dorchester”, 
operated In 1836 to 1850 on the 
Champlain and St. Lawrence Rail¬ 
road between St. John’s and La 
Frairie, Quebec, the first train to 
run in Canada. Left, is the 2300 
type Canadian Pacific Railway 
locomotKe, a model of the great 
machine that draws modem pas¬ 
senger trains across the Dominion.
